DIRECTS TARIFF LAW 
NORTHCLIFFE SAYS BRITISH 
ALLOWING WARSHIPS TO ROT

NEW YORK, July 23.— Britain already is disarming, without wait­ 
ing for the Washington conference, Viscount Northcliffe, London pub­ 
lisher, declared on his arrival here today on the Aquitania. 
Northcliffe said he believed the proposed disarmament parley to be 
of the utmost importance to the peace of the world. 
“But we already are disarming,” he added. 
“Many of our warships 
are idle. 
Out of Southampton there is a long rbw of them rotting. 
We 
are spending such a small sum on the navy these ships cannot be kept up. 
Our navy personnel is now 10,000 below the peace establishment of Janu­ 
ary, 1914. 
There are but 350,000 British soldiers throughout the world, 
and this includes territorials and all branches of the service.” 
Northcliffe will remain in New York for several days and then leave 
for Canada where he will spend several weeks. 
He then plans to visit 
Australia and the Far East. He was accompanied by Wickam Steed, edi­ 
tor of the London Times.

fighting.

“knifing” report was read. Senator 
Lupi, enraged at the horror of the 
report, leaped upon the platform and 
cried: 
“These murderers are worse than 
cannibals. Can we still talk peace?

SYDNEY, N. S. W., July.—Sir Ad­ 
rian Knox, chief justice of the high 
court of Australia, does not approve 
of the modern American method of 
spelling a number of words. 
Last month an affidavit was pre­ 
sented in the high court, containing 
an extract from a letter written in 
America, in which the English word 
“programme” was Americanized 
to 
“program.” 
His honor said he would like Amer­ 
icans to know that 
Australia 
was 
not a dependency 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
The 
spelling 
of 
English 
words should he done in the proper 
way. The high court, he said, was 
quite content to adhere to the good 
old style of English spelling. Having 
pointed to the spelling of “centre” 
as “center,” his honor hoped that 
this method of orthography was not 
taught in the schools. “This is 
an 
Americanism I abhor,’’ he added. 
Referring to the 'Incident, W. F. 
Gates, inspector of schools in 
Vic­ 
toria, declared that the chief justice 
had placed himself in antagonism to 
the philological societies 
of 
Great 
Britain and America and to Murray, 
the recognized modern lexicograph 
er. 
The Victorian education depart­ 
ment had adopted a small number of 
simplifications of spelling such as 
“program,” “center” and “plow,’’ it 
has also adopted the ending "ize” in­ 
stead of “ise.’’ The diphthong "ae'' 
had ben dropped, too. 
“But,” declared Gates, “for every 
simplification there is the 
highest 
English authority, and it is 
there­ 
fore not correct for Sir Adrian to re­ 
fer to “program” and “center” 
as 
Ameioan spelling just because these 
words are so spelt in 
the 
United 
States publications.”

WHEREAS, it seems to this meeting that the City of Los Angeles is apparently endeav­ 
oring to bring about a monopoly in its hands of all developed and undeveloped w ater pow­ 
ers in the Sierra Nevada Mountains and on the Colorado River, and has further, in pursu­ 
ance of such plans, undertaken the condemnation of water powers now dedicated to and in 
the actual service of the territory outside of the City of Los Angeles; 


NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: That this meeting of representatives from the Chambers 
of Commerce and of the Public Press throughout Riverside County, hereby protest against the actions of 
the City of Los Angeles in so endeavoring to monopolize the water power resources of the Sierra Ne­

“T here are too many Cains driving the highways.” 
This bold statem ent was m ade by the Rev. John Oliver, pastor of 
the F irst M ethodist church, in a funeral serm on preached yesterday 
afternoon for Mrs. M artha M athew s, who was killed Tuesday night by 
being struck by a m achine driven by Clarence Maag, 15. 
He said they were like Cains because “we are n ot our brother’s 
keeper.” 
He accepted the occasion as one to touch upon reckless driving. He 
did not m ean to give out the inference that the death was due to 
reckless driving, but treated th e subject in Its broadest sense. 
No one who travels the roads w ill fail to agree w ith the pastor that 
“C ains” are all too num erous on the highways. Their num bers are 
g reater among lads from 15 to 20 and men from 20 to 40 than they 
are among men of ages in advance of the latter. 
The older men are more cautious. and usually they are not in a 
hurry to get to their destination. The younger men are not content 
unless they are driving at break-neck speed on streets and roads and 
rush past slower m achines, darting in and out of a Line with reckless 
disregard for the l i ^ s of others on the road. 
The pastor suggested creation of an organization to which m ight be 
reported the nam e of everyone who jeopardizes life by his reckless 
driving, that he m ight be prosecuted. 
H ere are extracts from the rem arks made by the m inister, and they 
are worth reading and studying by everyone who drives an autom obile, 
as well as us all who are not bo fortunate as to be the ow ner of a car: 
“We need to realize our comm unity concern in affairs like this. 
T here is more than a family interest centered in th is occasion. 
A 
m other has lost her life, not by the Providence of God but by the 
improvidence of man. 
J do not know anything about the blame in 
th is case, but I take this occasion to say som ething of our comm unity 
interests in the rights of the road. 
"Every day we are brought face to face with the lack of respect 
for the rights of, others in the brotherhood of travel. 
A ccidents are 
all too common. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Browning said on one occasion in 
answ er to the question, ‘Am I my brother’s keeper?’ that, ‘when we 
disown being our brother’s keeper, then we take the place of Cain.’ 
“There are too m any Cains traveling the highw ays; and it is 
not sufficient to a rrest a few of the outstanding violators of the 
brotherhood of travel. 
W e need to m ake every violator of the law 
of the road feel the obligation he owes to the comm unity. 
I wish we 
m ight have an organization to which we m ight turn in the name or 
num ber of everyone who jeopardizes life by his recklessness th at he 
m ight be prosecuted. 
* 
“It is 
too m uch to ask the average citizen to 
sw ear out a w arran t 
and to press 
the prosecution. 
We need to do this by a 
collective 
effort through organization, th a t would bear the expense of the pros­ 
ecution and call us as w itnesses. 
By a plan like this we m ight put 
respect for the law into every driver and m achine in the county. 
I commend this to the auto clubs for consideration. 
“The 
life of your family and mine depends upon some more gen­ 
eral plan 
of protection. 
Surely in this sunny 
Southern C alifornia 
with its beauty and flowers, and scenery and laughing w aters, and 
singing of the birds, and charm of m ountains and valleys inviting 
us to a continuous out door life— surely w ith our 
good 
roads 
and 
splendid citizenship 
we owe it to our brotherhood of the best roads 
and scenery in Am erica to protect ourselves from tile unbrotherly 
policy of Cain. 
“As a com m unity we have rights th at the individual 
m ust 
be 
compelled to respect so that every m achine shall be safe, and every 
pedestrian shall be protected, and every bicycle rider shall ride in 
safety. 
The Southern California Auto club after a study of statistics 
says the 98 per cent of all accidents are avoidable. 
"W e are here in a kinship of sym pathy today, tomorrow we ought 
to m ake a closer brotherhood for the safety of the individual and our 
home folks.”

Companies and individuals oper­ 
ating passenger carrying busses and 
public freight trucks are perform ing 
a valuable public service, and be­ 
cause of this fact the general pub­ 
lic should provide them w ith road'-! 
ways. 
This is the gist of a eotnm unica-! 
tion received today from A ttorney 
Clyde Bishop, in a reply to the let-1 
ter addressed to me by L. A. W est, 
former district attorney, and publish­ 
ed in this column last Saturday- 
Bishop’s com m unication follow s; 
I 
“Horace Fine, 
autom obile editor 
of The R egister: 
“Dear sir: — 
“I read w ith considerable Interest 
(he published letter received by you 
from Mr. L. A. W est, w herein he ex­ 
pressed his view s on the use of our 
public highways by *passenger and 
freight 
transportation 
com panies. 
Mr. W est uses as the basis of his 
argument the fact 
that 
a 
large 
amount of w hat he term s “public 
money” has been expended In the 
construction and repair of our coun­ 
ty highway system , and assum es that 
fact to be conclusive of the proposi­ 
tion that highw ay destruction is due 
to their use by these transportation 
companies, and urges a special tax 
and regulation imposed upon them . I 
Takes Different View 
“The use of the highway by a pas­ 
senger bus does it no greater injury 
than the sam e amount of use by a 
privately ow ned automobile tran s­ 
porting the sam e number of persons. 
The transportation of freight over a 
highway 
by 
a freight autom obile 
owned by a transportation company 
does the highw ay no g reater damage 
than the sam e freight hauled by a 
truck owned by the person for whom 
the freight is transported. 
“The destruction of highw ays re­ 
sults from th e hauling of freight 
and carrying of passengers, and not 
on account of whether the truck or 
bus is owned b y an individual or a 
company. 
If a person sees fit to 
ride in an automobile bus 
rath er i 
than in his own car, or to have his 
freight handled by a transportation I 
company ra th e r than to operate his; 
own truck, 
then why should he, 
through a special tax upon th e tran s­ 
portation company, be required to 
ray a higher ra te than the m an who 
transports him self or his freight? 
Discrimination 
“The m erchant 
or m anufacturer 
who owns his own freight tru ck and 
hauls freight and thus helps destroy 
•he highw ays should, according to 
Mr. W est, be left out of the special 
tax and regulation, while th e m e r­ 
chant or m anufacturer who Is forc­ 
ed to have freight brought to him 
by transportation companies should 
pay a higher ra te than Is nowr charg­ 
ed so as to enable the freight com-1 
pany to m eet the tax w hich 
Mr. 
W est would impose upon them ; this 
tax 
to 
be 
used in the rep air of 
highways for the same use by the 
privately ow ned trucks. 
"The person who, for business or: 
pleasure, is transported 
over 
the 
highway by a passenger bus. accord­ 
ing to Mr. W est, should be compelled 
to pay a higher fare in o rd er that 
the highway m ay be m aintained out 
of his pocket, while the privately 
owned autom obiles would be permit-; 
ted to operate over the highw ay an 
equal num ber of miles and frequent­ 
ly carrying a greater num ber of pas­ 
sengers w ithout having to pay this 
tax. 
“The passenger and freight com pa­ 
nies are perform ing a distinct pub- 
I 
lie service, 
for 
which the public 
m ust pay, 
and 
I think all but a 
sm all portion of the tax paying pub­ 
lic is willing to pay. 
Receives Distinct Benefit 
“The tax-paying public is by no 
m eans all of th e public, yet th e tax- 
naying public, which provides the 
public funds m entioned by Mr. W est 
patronizes both the passenger and 
freight 
tronsportation 
com panies, 
and receives a direct and distinct 
benefit 
and 
financial saving from 
their operation- 
The service fur­ 
nished Is m ore direct, prom pt, and 
at a less charge, both as to freight 
and passenger traffic, than ever pro­ 
vided by a public utility before. 
“The tax-paying public through the 
existence of th e less freight and pas­ 
senger charges saves m ore 
money 
than it is now compelled to pay out 
In taxes for the upkeep of th e high­ 
way. 
The persons who are m ain ­ 
taining 
these modern conveyances 
are not here, of course, for their 
health, but because the public de­ 
m ands them , 
and 
patronizes them, 
and receives in every direction the 
benefit of th e ir activities. 
T he only 
solution of th is problem is for the 
public to face the condition th at a 
demand for these services really ex­ 
ists, and will be filled, and th a t the 
public m ust build highways sufficient 
to w ithstand th e service w hich the 
public dem ands. 
‘Not at Others’ Expense’ 
“The great m ultitude of those who 
use tho highw ays for pleasure and 
for business by driving upon them , 
private passenger autom obiles 
and 
freight trucks, ought not to have the ( 
highway m aintained for th eir use at 
the expense of others wrho are com­ 
pelled to patronize the busses and 
trucks of transportation companies. 
“According 
to 
Mr. W est, these 
transportation companies 
a re 
not 
taxpayers. 
T he passenger tran sp o rt 
tation com panies operating in this 
city pay a large amount of state a n d ; 
county taxes, and federal taxes, be­ 
sides licenses In all of the munich j 
panties, In which they operate.

tion of the system. It does not feel 
justified 
in aiding 
in the present 
policy. 
“Reasons for failures have 
been 
studied by the club’s engineers and 
remedies suggested. 
These facts 
have been placed at the disposal of 
the eommissiorfltbut the state body 
has declined to co-operate in 
the 
m atter, so the Automobile club 
of 
Southern California has deemed it 
its duty, as a final resort, to lay the 
m atter before the people who are 
♦ he final arbiters in all such m at­ 
ters of public policy. 
Hold Roads Inadequate 
"The report prepared by the en­ 
gineers of the club, assisted by the 
county highway engineers of most 
of the Southern California counties, 
shows that our state highw ays are 
inadequate 
to m eet 
the needs of 
the traffic over them, because built 
upon insufficient foundations, w ith­ 
out proper preparation of sub-grade 
or study of 
sub-soil 
and drainage 
conditions; because too narrow , too 
thin afid made of too poor a m ixture 
of concrete— being narow er, thinner 
and poorer in quality than sim ilar 
highways now being built by other 
states, thirty per cent. of said high­ 
ways being already in need of re­ 
construction, and the average life 
of saicj highways being but 15 years, 
while the final m aturities of the 
three state highway bond issues are 
1961, 1962 and 1965, respectively. 
“It Is the desiro of the club 
to 
have all money spent in the future 
from bond issues devoted to con 
structing and m aintaining the 
best 
possible highways. 
The investiga­ 
tion by the club’s engineers 
was 
thorough. 
Points of failure 
were 
clearly pointed 
out and 
rem edies 
suggested. 
The conditions are 
of 
such a grave and critical nature 
that the officers of the club believed 
it to be its duty to take a stand on 
behalf of the motoring public for 
better roads, sounder construction 
policies and economy of adm inistra­ 
tion. In this position the club mem­ 
bership, so far as it has registered, 
lias concurred alm ost unanimously. 
Big Failure Claimed 
“Failure of the road from the foot 
of Grapevine canyon north 
toward 
Bakersfield is extensive. 
The slab 
has broken down into the sub-grade 
and the road is failing so rapidly 
that two 
m aintenance 
crews 
are 
continually employed in m aking re­ 
pairs. Traffic is forced to turn out 
and the m otoring public subjected 
to inconvenience and expense. The 
road has broken down so badly th at 
heaps of it are strew n along 
the 
right of way 
and 
reconstruction 
work continues. In some places re­ 
construction work has failed and the 
road has been repaired again." 
Highway Commissioner W hitmore 
in his reply says: 
“W hatever reconstruction is now 
necessary, except over adverse sub­ 
grade, has been occasioned by un­ 
precedented increase in automobile 
traffic, and by gross overloading of 
trucks, and 
not by 
any essential 
fault in the structure of the pave­ 
m ent to m eet traffic needs for which 
was designed, 
“ W hen the construction of the state 
ystem commenced the registration 
of m otor vehicles was abovifc, 35,000, 
with trucks 
an negligible 
quant­ 
ity. The increase of traffic was grad­ 
ual for several years, but the war 
brought phenomenal development of 
truck use, there being now as many 
trucks registered in the state 
as

REVIVING BATTERIES 
Perm anently reviving a dry b at­ 
tery after it has become exhausted 
is impossible, but it is possible to 
revive it tem porarily, and a knowl­ 
edge of the m ethod of doing this 
may som etim es prove extrem ely use­ 
ful. Make a solution of four ounces 
of salam m oniac added to a quart of 
warm w ater, w ith a half ounce of 
perm anganate of potash. Next bore 
holes about an eighth of an inch 
in diam eter all over the zinc casing 
of the cell and soak the b attery in 
the solution for three or four days. 
T he output will show a m arked in­ 
crease, which will continue for some 
little time. Even better results may 
be obtained by charging the battery 
for a few hours, ju st as if it w ere a 
storage battery, at a current rate of 
one am pere through a lamp.

Pilgrims of the Mayflower is the 
Alden 
house 
at 
Duxbury, 
Mass., 
lately acquired by the Alden kindred 
of America. 
The Aldens, John and Priscilla, 
with seven others of the Mayflower 
Pilgrims, went from Plymouth to 
settle in Duxbury in 1627, seven 
years after the landing of the May­ 
flower and three years before the 
founding of Boston. 
They built a 
house that stood on a knoll not far 
away from the existing ones, and 
there their children were born, says 
the Transcript. 
The present house was built by the 
eldest son, Jonathan, in 1653, and 
has the remarkable record of having 
been in the possession of Aldens 
from that day to this. Indeed it was 
handed 
down 
continuously 
from 
father to son until its purchase by 
John T. Alden, of St. Louis, from 
whom it was bought by C. L. Alden, 
of Boston, who in turn lately sold it 
to the Alden kindred of America. 
It was under the supervision of C. 
L. Alden of the Boston firm of Alden 
Brothers, acting for tho Alden kin­ 
dred, that it was so carefully given 
its present aspect. Of w hat he has 
done, Alden says that the old house 
has not been ‘Yestored” in the com­ 
mon acceptance of the word in re­ 
lation to ancient houses. “Restora­ 
tion” implies a reproduction of worn­ 
out elements. But in this case there 
has been nothing of that sort to do; 
the house has been preserved in ex­ 
actly the way it was built. Like most 
of the old New England houses of 
its day, it was “built on honor,” of 
m aterials so substantial and endur­ 
ing that a painstaking expert exam­ 
iner says it is still so s'ound in every 
part, revealing not the least symp­ 
tom of decay, that there appears no 
good reason why it should not last 
at least 200 years more. 
Only One Modern Change 
' 
Practically all that has been done 
to the house is to put it in order so 
as to reproduce with all fidelity the 
old-time aspect of its early days; re­ 
pair where needed, renew the wall­ 
paper with sorts of old-fashioned de­ 
sign and supply furniture of types re­ 
producing the kind that was used in 
the olden days. 
Only one feature not belonging to 
the original house was added. The 
pantry was so dim that it was neces­ 
sary to supply it with light directly 
from without. Alden directed the 
carpenter to do the work in such 
manner that no one would ever sus­ 
pect that it had not always been 
tbat way; not to use a new board, 
shingle or even a modern nail. These 
orders were explicitly followed; Al­ 
den found an old window exactly of 
the sort wanted. In its new place it 
looks as if it had always been there. 
The furnishings and fittings have 
been done with the most scrupulous 
care to maintain the old-time aspect 
of the house and in all particulars 
harmoniously conform to tho quiet 
and dignified charm of the well de­ 
signed and attractive old interiors, 
which tell of the well-being of a 
typical middle class family of tho 
early days. 
It is a remarkable exhibit of old 
furniture that is here to be seen. 
It all fits into place so appropriately; 
no suggestion 
of being on show. 
There is no pretense of anything 
having come over in the Mayflower. 
But there are things that look as if 
they might have come over in the 
Mayflower. 
Mystery in Secret Passage* 
In addition to the valuable exam­ 
ples owned by the Alden kindred, 
numerous things of high value are 
loans from the rich collection of C. 


I t . Alden, who for years has been an 
am ateur in old furniture. The collec­ 
tion in the Alden house is said to 
have a worth of at least $14,000. 
Not a few of the things actually 
belonged to different^enerations of 
the Aldens, and stand thus in a 
most suitable environment. But by 
far the greater part are antiques that 
best illustrate the artistic craftsm an­ 
ship of the generations that the old 
house has known. 
A notable feature of the house is 
the existence of certain secret pas­ 
sages and hidden stairs whose loca­ 
tions would never be suspected. The 
house dates back to the days of 
witchcraft and Indian w ars; and not­ 
withstanding the new 
f r e e d o m 
brought by the Pilgrims, there was 
no saying when opportunities for 
concealment and escape might come 
in handy. 
There is something more than a 
legendary foundation in pointing out 
the small bed chamber opening out 
of the living room as the room where 
John Alden died in 1687. John Al­ 
den came to live with his son and 
passed the rest of his life in this 
house. This small chamber, handy 
to get about from, and open to the 
warmth of the living room with its 
big open fire, would be the most nat­ 
ural habitation for an old man. And 
this assumption is backed by the au­ 
thority of testimony. 
W ithin and without, the substan­ 
tial and large old house is a render­ 
ing, in terms of wood, of the typical 
better class old English farmhouse 
of the period—as was naturally the 
case with the early home building of 
the colonists, so far as they were 
blessed with the means. 
There is a unique fact about the 
Aldens of America. Of all the thou­ 
sands who bear the name in this 
country, and also those who along 
feminine lines have Alden blood, not 
one can be found who is not a direct 
descendant of Johft Alden and Pris­ 
cilla. John Alden appears to have 
been the only one of the name who 
ever crossed the Atlantic to settle in 
America.

The southern branch of the Cali­ 
fornia League of Municipalities to­ 
day was on record as opposed to 
private corporate interests securing 
control of the power resources of 
the Colorado river, following a meet­ 
ing held in the Chamber 
of 
Com­ 
merce rooms at Pasadena yesterday 
afternoon. 
Santa Ana was not rep­ 
resented at the meeting, so far as 
could be ascertained today. 
Among 
the Southern California 
cities represented were Los Angeles, 
Long Beach, 
Riverside, 
Pasadena, 
South Pasadena, Alhambra, San Ber­ 
nardino, Covina, Anaheim, Redlands 
and Santa Monica. 
The branch 
represents forty-flve cities, it was de­ 
clared in resolutions. 
Horace Porter, mayor of River­ 
side, presided. 
Resolutions were adopted declar­ 
ing in favor of development of the 
power resources of the river by the 
federal government, with the state 
of California and its various subdi- 
visclons, including cities, towns and 
county districts, as partners in the 
costs and benefits, and exclusion of 
private corporate interests. 
One set of resolutions expressed 
confidence in the aims of the city 
of Los Angeles in acquiring rights 
on tho river for the development 
of water power for generating elec­ 
tricity. 
Another resolution urges tbat “all 
cities (of the group) form districts 
to file on the Colorado river power 
in order to protect the resources of 
the river for the resources of the 
people.-*

conference in Mayor Bacon’s office 
by Councilman Don M. Stewart. 
Stew art declared that the board 
of education should eliminate 
the 
dances and' other “foolishness.” 
Referring to the city dance hall 
ordinance, which forbids any boy or 
girl under eighteen years of age to 
enter a public dance hall, Council­ 
man Stew art declared the school au­ 
thorities have no more right to vio­ 
late this ordinance 
than 
anybody 
e ls e . 
It all happened when W. E. Ben- 
bough and V. H. Ratliff, dance hall 
men, appeared before the 
council 
and asked that the clause prohibit­ 
ing minors under eighteen from a t­ 
tending 
dance halls 
be amended. 
Stew art protested and one of the 
applicants declared that young boys 
and girls 
were 
allowed 
to attend 
school dances, 
It was 
then 
that 
Stew art expressed his opinion 
oi 
the “nutty stuff” at the high school. 
The dance hall men 
said 
they 
would be satisfied if 
the 
council 
would amend the ordinance to per­ 
mit boys and girls under eighteen 
years to attend the dance halls with 
their parents or legal guardians. 
Chief of 
Police Patrick advised 
the 
council 
against 
making .any 
changes. 
“B etter let 
well enough alone," 
warned the chief. 
Councilman Stew art declared he 
would not vote for any amendment 
that would permit boys and girls un­ 
der eighteen 
to dance 
in 
public 
dance halls. 
The dance hall men presented two 
petitions, asking 
the 
council 
to 
make the change. There were about 
500 signatures. 
“I wouldn’t vote for that petition 
if it was as long as from here to 
University avenue,” declared Stew­ 
art. 
Councilman Held 
said lie 
didn't 
know much about the dance halls, 
but that he intended to make a tour 
of them and see for himself. 
The dance proprietors also asked 
the council to amend the dance hall 
ordinance 
to 
perm it 
women 
to 
dance with their hats on. The (jrdin- 
ance now provides that a woman 
must remove and cheek her hat. 
This clause 
was 
adopted 
several 
years 
ago, but 
social 
reformers 
charged that, there was too much 
love-making going on during dances 
under big picture hats. Members of 
the council yesterday admitted that 
this is a foolish clause, but 
said 
they did not feel inclined to make 
any changes whatever in the dance 
hall ordinance at this time. 
Chief 
Patrick’s “let well enough 
alone” 
advice seemed to impress the coun­ 
cilmen as being rather sound logic, 
Several of 
the 
councilmen 
ex­ 
pressed the view 
that the 
dance 
halls of San Diego are well regulat­ 
ed and that to 
change 
the 
laws 
might cause confusion. 
Chief Patrick declared if young­ 
sters under eighteen were allowed 
to visit the dancing places it would 
be impossible 
to 
tell just which 
young persons were accompanied by 
parents and which were not.
